when they entered the riiiK for their 
heavyweight championship contest yes- 
terday. This was rt-vealed today when 
all camouflage was stripped from the 
Dempsey weight «|ut'stion.

champion weighed 187 pounds wluji' 
Wlllard scaled L'4» ixjunds. 


Toledo,

S.—Although 
a 
new 


heavyweight champion has Ijoeii crown- 
ed in .luck Denipst-y and the exodus of 
fight fans has depopulated Toledo ho- 
tels, the controversy still rages over the 
sensational defeat of Jess Willard here 
yesterday afternoon. 


So many unusual angles developed in 


the three rounds of terrific, list bombing 
that practically no two s|>ectators saw 
the bout alike. The confusion attending 
the bout at the end of the first round 
when Uempsey left the ring believing 
thgt he had won by a knockout, and 
the payment of such wagers that hinged 
on when Willard was .slopped, furnished 
unlimited material for argument. 


So weak was the sound of the gong 


and so great the uproar about the ring 
that Keferee ljeeord failed to hear the 
bell and continued to count over Wil- 
lard as he sat on the ring Moor near a 
neutral corner. 
Although Timekeeper 


Harbour ordered the clang when IV- 
mrd's arm was fulling for the seventh 
time. The referee notified Dempsey that 
he had won and thf Salt Lake City pug- 
ilist was well on iii.s way to his dress- 
ing room before his manager overtook 
him and told him that he. was in danger 
of IKMIIK disqualified on a technicality 
for leaving the ring. 


The question of which round JJempsey 


won his new title was placed before sev- 
eral veteran ring officials by men who 
had wagers on stake, and the concensus 
•was that Oempsey stopped WillaVd in 
the third round, a_«* the latter's second 
tossed the towel of defeat into the cen- 
ter of the ring before the bell rang for 
the beginning of th« fourth session. 
These same veterans pointed out several 
other interesting features. They stated 
that it was the first time that a heavy 
weigh,t champion had ever admitted de- 
feat without leaving his chair as well as 
the shortest heavyweight championship 
combat of modern riny history. 


Dempsey was .soon dressed and much 


in evidence about the downtown section 
followed by a wildly enthusiastic and 
cheering throng of admirers. When he 
appeared for dinner at the leading hotel 
the corridors were a mass of swirling 
spectators who iMfket! at Willard's con- 
queror as he broke training and dined 
in a manner entirely different from the 
simple menues of the past two months. 


At the same hour his dethroned op- 


ponent was resting in his temiKirary 
home in a residential section, with his 
.battered head packed in ice-bags and 
cut-off from communication with the 
outside world by a .guard that even the 
telephone could not penetrate. He was 
examined by the lioxing commission 
physician soon after his return from the 
ring.

.Willard wan not seriously injured and

In Ihe list of expense are I wo more small Hems to which 


\ve refer only to discuss each of the costs as shown in our 
advertisement of June 27. 


It cost each $1.50 telephone user six-tenths of a cent of 


that sum for those who did not pay their bills—a most 
remarkable record and a negligible sum. It cost the $3.50 
telephone user 1.4 cents. 


The month of April 1919, is the month we chose for our 


exhibit; first, because it reflected the present telephone 
rate while the corresponding month of 1918 reflected the 
old and lower rate; second, .because operation of that 
month was at the rate o'f wages prevailing before the wage 
increase recently granted; third, because it was the latest 
month for which we had statistics.
